The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The applicant's amendment filed 3/12/2009 has overcome the technical deficiencies and 
the prior art rejection. Claims 201-227, 230-231, 233-234, 236-238 and 240-242 are allowed 
because the prior art of record fails to suggest "the fourth operational amplifier" as combined in 
claims 201,208, 21 1,219, 221,224, 236 and 240, and "a direction connection being provided 
between the noninverting input of said first operational amplifier and the inverting input of the 
second or third operational amplifier" as combined in claim 232.
